Only  one  state,  Oklahoma,  had  a  ratio  lower 
than  that  of  North  Carolina,  which  was 
1.07. 

On  the  applications  for  the  renewal  of 
drug  store  permits  there  were  listed  870 
unlicensed  clerks  employed  in  the  791  drug 
stores  and  hospitals  who  dispensed  drugs 
and  medicines  under  legal  supervision.  From 
a  personal  knowledge  of  the  stores  in  the 
state  it  is  known  that  a  number  of  persons 
so  engaged  were  not  listed.  It  is  the  be- 
lief of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  that  this 
condition  is  neither  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  public  nor  the  profession  of  pharmacy. 

As  was  pointed  out  above  all  but  28 
of  the  pharmacists  serving  with  the  Armed 
Forces  on  April  1,  1946,  have  been  dis- 
charged. Should  that  number  be  released 
immediately,  the  situation  would  not 
be  greatly  altered.  The  number  of  phar- 
macists now  registered  in  the  state  is, 
then,  what  we  might  reasonably  expect 
as  normal.  Therefore,  those  who  under- 
take to  operate  drug  stores  must  arrange 
conditions  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
able  to  operate  the  stores  with  the  pres- 
ent supply  of  pharmacists.  No  immediate 
improvement  in  the  supply  of  licensed  phar- 
macists can  be  expected.  Indeed,  the  pros- 
pects for  getting  additional  qualified  person- 
nel within  the  next  few  years  is  very  poor. 
Although  the  enrollment  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  at  the  State  University  is  near 
the  capacity  for  the  present  facilities,  the 
majority  of  students  enrolled  are  in  the 
lower  classes.  Eeplacements  during  the 
next  two  years  are  not  expected  to  meet 
the  normal  requirements  of  those  pharma- 
cists lost  through  death,  retirement,  or 
other  reasons.  We  cannot,  then,  reason- 
ably expect  to  make  any  improvement  in 
the  ratio  of  pharmacists  to  drug  stores  due 
to  any  increase  in  the  number  of  licensed 
pharmacists. 

This  problem  is  not  without  a  solution. 
As  pointed  out  above,  there  is  slight  pos- 
sibility of  increasing  the  number  of 
licensed  pharmacists.  However,  a  more 
favorable  ratio  of  pharmacists  to  drug 
stores  may  be  obtained  through  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  stores.  Although  the 
ratio  of  population  to  drug  stores  in  North 


Carolina  is  already  high,  1  drug  store  to 
4387  population,  the  number  of  stores  in 
most  communities  can  be  reduced  to  a 
great  extent  without  endangering  the  public 
health.  It  is  certain  that  many  will  agree 
there  are  too  many  stores  exploiting  the 
good  name  of  pharmacy  which  feature  non- 
pharmaceutical  service  and  are  utilizing 
professional  personnel  far  below  their  ca- 
pacity for  rendering  health  service.  This 
personnel  should  be  relieved  to  places 
where  their  services  can  be  better  utilized 
for  the  benefit  of  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity. 

To  further  implement  a  more  favorable 
ratio  of  pharmacists  to  drug  stores,  the 
opening  of  new  stores  must  be  carefuly  con- 
trolled. Fortunately,  the  law  grants  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  a  reasonable  amount 
of  authority  to  exercise  its  judgment  in 
granting  permits  to  operate  drug  stores. 
It  is  felt  that  existing  conditions  warrant 
the  use  of  these  powers  at  the  present  time. 
Accordingly,  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the 
Board,  the  following  Besolution  was 
adopted.

Whereas,  the  records  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  show  that  there  are  954  pharma- 
cists actively  engaged  in  the  retail  and  hos- 
pital practice  of  pharmacy  and  that  there 
are  791  drug  stores  and  hospitals  regis- 
tered in  the  state  which  makes  an  average 
of  1.15  pharmacists  per  drug  store  or  hos- 
pital as  compared  with  a  national  average 
of  1.56;  and 

Whereas,  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
pharmacists  who  served  with  the  Armed 
Forces  have  returned  to  civilian  life;  and 
Whereas,  this  number  has  failed  to  check 
the  decline  in  the  ratio  of  pharmacists  to 
drug  stores  from  the  figure  of  1.18  as  it 
existed  in  1945;  and 

Whereas,  this  source  of  qualified  phar- 
macists  cannot   be   relied   upon   to   improve 
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the  existing  ratio  to  an  appreciable  extent ;  during  the  war  period,  without  considerable
